JUNE  UNIFORM  PRICE  ?3 .46 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk^o  hah^*^rlF^ult)^ject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  June  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $3.46  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3o5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.0  cents  for 
each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.57o 
standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the 
minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.46  price  for  June  1963  is  6 cents  below  the  May  1963  price,  and  6 cents 
below  the  June  1962  price. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 


Approved  producers  shipped  21,028,632  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  June  1963,  of  which  12,819,856  pounds  or  61.0%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
17  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  8.7%  from  May  1963.  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  15.4%  from  May  1963. 

JULY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4  .,28 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  June  basic  formula  price  of  $3.08  (Wiscons in-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Glass  I price  for  July.  This  price  of  $4.28 
is  1 cent  above  the  June  Class  I price. 

NATIONAL  PRODUCTION 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  in  May  totaled  12,295  million  pounds  - 
1 percent  below  both  a year  earlier  and  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month. 

Relative  to  population,  milk  production  amounted  to  2.10  pounds  per  person  daily, 
compared  xvith  2.15  pounds  in  May  last  year.  Milk  production  per  cow  was 
736  pounds  --  up  2 percent  from  May  a year  ago  and  9 percent  above  the  5-year 
average  for  the  month. 

Condition  of  dairy  pastures  in  the  United  States  on  June  1 was  reported  at 
79  percent  of  normal  3 points  below  a year  earlier  and  the  lowest  for  the  date 

since  1956.  Condition  was  5 points  or  more  below  the  June  1,  1957-61  average  for 
all  regions  except  the  West.
